May Be Called For 
Education Grant

The School Committee véted Tuesday 
night to accept, in principal, Profession- 
al Development grants and to notify the 
Selectman and Rep. Sue Tucker of the 
need to get the application rolling prior 
to the Feb. 15 deadline for the funds to be 
released 

The grant is given to teachers in the 
school system based on $23 per pupil. 
The School Committee and the Teacher's 
Union for the town will decide how the 
money will be distributed. The first pay- 
ment of a four-payment installment will 
total $116,829 to be allocated to teachers 
in Andover’s school system 

The first step that the town takes in 
acceptance of the grant is the approval! 
of the School Committee. The next step is 
for towns with a Town Meeting form of 
government to vote to accept the grant 

The town must vote to accept the grant 
prior to Feb. 15, 1986, or the first pay- 
ment of $116,829 will be lost, according to 
Tom Collins, Director of data processing 
for the Mass. Dept. of Education. 

“There are no back payments,’’ Col- 
lins said. 

“There is no mandate in the Public 
School Improvement Act that will guar- 
antee the money will be there, if the 
grant is okayed after the Feb. 15. dead- 
line.’’ Gemma Dreher, member of the 
Research Staff of the Committee for Ed- 
ucation, said. The Administration and 
Finance Committee is advising town’s to 
hold Special Town Meetings to vote on 
the acceptance of thé grant, prior to th: 
Feb. 15 deadline. 

“I’ve known about this problem for a 
long time. It was not our intention to cut 
communities off from the money who did 
not want to hold Special Town Meetings 
in the fall or to penalize teachers,’’ Rep 
Sue Tucker told the TOWNSMAN. “I

Raytheon Company reported an 11 percent in-

sales from continuing operations during the 
third quarter compared with the third quarter of 
1984 

Earnings rose to $95.3 million, or $1.17 per 
share, on sales of $1.564 billion. In the same peri- 
od last year, earnings were $85.9 million, or 
$1.01 per share, on sales of $1.411 billion 

In the first nine months of 1985, Raytheon’s 
earnings from continuing operations were $277.2 
million, or $3.35 per share, on sales of $4.696 bil- 
ion. This compares with earnings of $250.5 mil- 
ion, or $2.96 per share, on sales of $4.428 billion 
i year ago 

Net income for the first nine months this year 
was $277.2 million, or $3.35 per share, compared 
with $153.6 million, or $1.82 per share, for the 
first nine months of 1984, which included a loss

Raytheon’s largest business area, electronics, 
ontinued to make the greatest contribution to 
the company’s growth in the third quarter, as 
lefense electronics systems again performed 
strongly. This strength was offset in part by con- 
tinued softness in aircraft products, major ap- 
pliances and energy services. 

At the end of September, Raytheon’s backlog 
of funded U.S. Government orders stood at

year earlier. Total backlog was $6.595 billion 
compared with $6.622 billion a year earlier. 

Per share earnings are based on the average 
number of shares outstanding during the peri- 
ods.

sound of a whistle. I have rarely seen an official 
change his mind as the result of intimidation 
from the participants.

I have heard 
people yell indignities at referees that they would 
never tolerate being directed at themselves. 

People of all ages should be able to attend 
games without hearing socially unacceptable 
four-letter words or witnessing behavior that is 
embarassing to the program and the town. Too 
much focus on the officials usually blurs the 
image of the game and tends to emphasize and 
cultivate the negative and loses sight of the posi- 
tive. 

We want people to take part in our contests, 
whatever their role may be. We do want that role 
to be an active, positive role. We have the priv- 
ilege to participate in a quality athletic program. 
Along with this privilege, we must assume the 
responsibility of participating in a manner that is 
socially acceptable and wholesome. 

Can Andover be a leader in eliminating the 
“negative” approach and emphasizing the posi- 
tive? 

Let’s do away with behavior that is in poor 
taste and develop a sound sense of pride and an 
enthusiasm for school spirit that is supportive 
and respectful. We can do this and still have a 
good time at athletic contests 

Let’s do it! 


As program advisor for athletics in the And- 
over School System, I feel compelled to address a 
concern that is becoming increasingly evident at 
athletic contests. The concern is what I and oth- 
ers consider as unacceptable behavior by some of 
the participants in attendance at contests. I cat- 
egorize players, coaches, student and adult spec- 
tators as participants. Fortunately, most people 
participate while keeping the game in its proper 
perspective. However, there is an alarming in- 
crease in the display of questionable behavior by 
some of the people involved. 

The athletic program is an integral part of the 
educational process and school life. It offers 
learning opportunities and experiences for the 
player and spectator alike. These experiences 
should result in the development of sound values 
and should take place in a wholesome environ- 
ment. We, the participants, determine and design 
the environment. 

Let’s concentrate on the positive and eliminate 
the negative. Let us demonstrate a positive sense 
of school pride and spirit, along with a respect for 
all the people involved. 

There is a significant difference between 

‘ cheering for one’s t#am and jeering or shouting 
against the opponent. When our player goes to 
the foul line in basketball, support him, don’t con- 
centrate on the player who committed the foul. 
How often have we heard the shouting of “‘you- 
you-you”’ at a player who has committed a foul? 
Show respect for your opponent; do not ridicule 
or emphasize their mistakes. Look at the positive 
aspect on our side of the game. Concentrate on 
the constructive support of your team. Support- 
ive cheers are more effective than derogatory 
remarks when developing spirit and enthusiasm. 

Another area of concern is the focus on offi- 
cials. All toa often the officials become the main 
attraction for some people. Some people seem to 
undergo extreme personality changes at the 


Belies Title 


To The Editor OF The TOWNSMAN: 

I am writing you in response to the article pub- 
lished in the September 5 TOWNSMAN entitled 
‘Equality in School Sports a Fact Advisor Point 
Out” by Lisa Waterman. The topic is equality 
for girls’ sports in Andover High School. The 
text of the article itself belies the title. The title 
is nearly a direct quote of a statement by Rich- 
ard Bourdelais, program advisor for athletics, 
wherein he gives his opinion of the situation. He 
further adds the following contradictions: 

“Excluding baseball and softball, everything 
is cut down the middle.’’ I ask what other sports 
are girls involved in? Football? Wrestling? 
“The upgrading of the softball fields are a legiti- 
mate concern. An inequity presently exists in 
the number of baseball fields and their condition 
as compared to softball fields, according to 
Bourdelais.”’ 

The selection of coaches was another issue 
‘‘addfessed”’ by Bourdelais. Note, it was ad- 
dressed, not solved. ‘“There is a lack of trained 
people available.’’ ‘“The lack of available teach- 
ing positions has discouraged trained people 
from applying.” 

School Board Chairman Michael Giammusso 
(acting) replied, ‘I think you have answered all 
the questions in the petition.’ Please note the 
operative verb answered, not solved. 

The issue is not Mr. Bourdelais’ opinion, not 
whether he is doing his job, no one is questioning 
that, but rather the issue is whether the School 
Committee and the community at large has a 
commitment to the girls’ sports program. The 
petition signed by 60 Andover residents con- 
cerned with this problem was properly ad- 
dressed to the School Committee—the ball is in 
their court. 

A stronger show of support from the commu- 
nity is also needed, including the possibility of 
forming a girls’ booster club. More media cover- 
age of girls’ sports’ events would also be helpful. 

There is a sports’ parents advisory committee 
being formed.
